Tropical Storms 

Hurricane Hugo devastated 
C) several Caribbean islands 

from Guadeloupe to Puerto 
Rico, thenturned northwestward and 
lashed the southeastern U.S. with 
high winds and storm surge tides 
late in the week. In the Caribbean, at 
least23 people were killed, and thou- 
Sands more were forced to live out- 
doors after their homes were de- 
Stroyed. President Bush, who de- 
clared Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands disaster areas, sent 1,000 
military forces and civil law enforce- 
ment officials to St. Croix after a 
breakdown in law and order resulted 
in widespread looting. 

Eight people were feared dead 
and nine others were injured after ty- 
phoon Wayne smashed into Japan's 
western coast. The typhoon also 
damaged more than 4,000 houses, 
Swept away four bridges and trig- 
gered 160 landslides as it swept the 
southern tip of Kyushu island. 


Early Rains 

A freak, early-season rain- 

storm caused $50 million in 

damage to California’s rai- 
sin crop, and threatened to ruin tons 
of premium grapes in the Napa and 
Sonoma wine-producing regions, 
Growers used helicopters, wind 
machines and tractors pulling fans 
to “blow dry” the grapes. A cold 
summer had left about 70 percent of 
the wine grapes still on the vine. 


EI Nifio Cause 


British scientists, ending a 
Ky 3-year and 140,000-mile 

round-the-world voyage, 
announced that they have discov- 
ered significant changes in the salt 
content and temperature of the tropi- 
cal oceans that trigger the recurring 
weather phenomenon known as El 
Nifio. Measurements showed that 
colder, more salty water from the 
South Pacific rose into aband which 
Straddled the equator during EI Nifio's 
early phases. Huge oceanic whirl-

pools resulted. This disturbed the 
normally stable regions of water, and 
caused new warm currents toflowto 
the eastern side of the Pacific. The 
new findings, combined with recent 
breakthroughs in predicting ocean- 
atmosphere interactions, may help 
provide early warnings of the disas- 
trous weather patterns caused by El 
Nifio. 


Testing : 
The United States exploded 
a nuclear bomb 860 feet 
beneath the Nevada desert 
on September 14. The test, named 
Disko Elm, had a yield of less than 
20 kilotons and was conducted to 
test the effects of a nuclear explo- 
sion on military hardware, according 
to an Energy Department official.

Two groups, Is- 
lamic Jihad in Amman and the previ- 
ously unknown Direct Revenge in 
Israel, claimed that they had started 
the blazes. Dozens of rare animals 
perished, and numerous powerlines 
and a television transmitter were 
damaged by the fires.
